The tragedy nt Long Lake Labor 
day In which Ave lives were lout 
brings the total of drowning In Lake 
county this season up to 16, as com- 
pared with 21 fatalities last year. Of 
the 16 drowned only three were resi- 
dents of the county: they wore, 
Charles Watechowcz, Robert Ken- 
nedy, 12, and B. Gustafson, 25, all 
residents In the vicinity of Waukogau 
and the Michigan lake front. 

Fourteen rescuers materially de- 
creased the total deaths. 

There was only one drowning In 
Channel lake, the first of the season, 

fhen two-year-old Dorothy English, 
vanston, fell from a row boat. Long 
lake has claimed the lives of 6. Cath- 
erine '2, Druce 2, Crooked 1, and 

Zurich 1.

Will Be Supplied With 

Uniforms 



Twenty-live thousand Junior Safety 
Patrol boys, guardians of safety at 
Illinois schools will rejoice In the an- 
nouncement made by S. Mayer, presi- 
dent of the Automobile club of Illi- 
nois, whose plan covers one of the 
Inmost consignments of uniform 
equipment for patrol boys ever plac- 
ed. 

A rain coat, rain hat. uniform cap. 
Sum Browne belt and badge for 
every "patrol boy" In Illinois Is the 
objective of officials of the club. Ac- 
cording to the plan, no boy will be 
required to stand on duty In Inclem- 
ent weather without proper protec- 
tion from the elements. 

A letter wns sent to all principals 
throughout the state today advising 
them of the campaign to clotho the 
boys and asking them to cooperate 
in perfecting the necessary contact. 
"These boys mean more to us than 
anything else", declared Mr. Mayor. 
father or the plan. Our efforts to re- 
ward them through our new arrange- 
ment is only a slight recompense In 
return for unselfish service and de- 
votion for a humanitarian cause. 

"Kenardless of weather, you will 
always tlnd the patrol boy alert to his 
duties at his post with never a 
thought of danger to himself. Count- 
less accidents have 'been averted 
through sheer forosinhtedness of the 
hoys and the toll of injured or killed 
among children and adult* reduced 
to a minimum through the thorough- 
ness of the patrol boy", commended 
the Automobile club head. 

These boys have heretofore carried 
the responsibility of furnishing them- 
selves with weather-protecting gar- 
ments, or, as In a few Instances, 
neighboring civic organizations 
cognizant of the duties Imposed upon 
these youthful gunrdlans^ of life have 
voluntarily outfitted a* patrol unit 
against the Inclemency of the weath- 
er. 

This is the first time that any or- 
ganization has evolved a campaign

BANKING FINDS THE 
WAY TO SAFER ERA 
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Business Requires an Open Mind 
Second, among the essentials for 
sound thinking I would write down an 
open mind. We have mentioned free- 
ing our minds from the Influence of 
tradition. Let us think also without 
prejudice of personal feelings, de- 
sires or consequence. Let us seek 
only the truth. Mere surface reason- 
ing must be discounted. Old "enn'ts" 
and "don'ts" must bo thrown Into the 
discard. A man who has an open 
mind will do a great many things be- 
cause he doesn't know they can't be 

done. ,...'; 

The third essential to sound think- 
ing Is knowledge— a thorough, com- 
prehensive understanding of (111 the 
Tactcrs Involved In a problem. It has 
been said that most problems answer 
themselves when the facts have been 
gathered. A well known student and 
teacher of business describes the 
method of attacking a problem as tear- 
Ing It down, reassembling the prob- 
lem- and drawing the conclusion. 
There can be nothing but guest work 
or Intuition unless the unknown quan- 
titles are discovered. 

As a fourth essential sound thinn- 
ing requltt* *\ie capacity to general- 
ize. How offen wtrfcats, 'en men 
sweating and confused before a mass 
ot details which they were utterly un- 
able to classify and crystallite. We 
have the problem of sorting out the 
relevant, attaining a perspective and 
reaching a conclusion that can be de- 
fended against any attack. To cer- 
tain mluds this procedure comes natu- 
rally: to others training In the solu- 
tion ot complicated problems points 

the way out. 

The Time for Action 
Fifth among the essentials of sound 
thinking Is the power to apply. A few 
Individuals have mindB that travel at 
random or In circles. . Some have 
minds that even refuse to budge. But 
there aTe still others who naturally or 
through training have minds that can 
be directed straight through to the 
practical application of their thoughts. 
They refuse to compromise or to be 
thwarted In purpose before definite 
application of their. Ideas has been 

achieved. 

It Is possible, I believe, for young 
people to train themselves to an In- 
quisitive attitude, an open mind and 
tho ability to classify and Interpret 
material step by step from tho begin- 
nlng of a problem to Its final solution 
and application. Here, then, Is the 
thought I would leave— the paramount 
need of business Is sound thinking. 
Some may think I have f overstated the 
rase have sot too high a standard. 
They* may feel that they are merely 
cogs In a machine. That, too. Is a 
part of tho problem. The only way to 
solve that Is to And time and place In 
the day's work for thinking. 



SCHOOL SAVINGS BANK- 
ING MOVEMENT REACHES 
IMPRES SIVE PR OPORTIONS 

Almost 14,000 of America's schools 
now have school savings banking 
plans In operation, and about four 
million pupils are learning systematic 
savings through this type of thrift, 
with deposits In excess of $26,000,000. 
recent reports of the, American Bank- 
ers Association's Savings Bank Divi- 
sion show. The schools included in 
the reports are- attended by 4.609.826 
pupils, ot whom 8.980,237 are partici- 
pants In the school savings banking 
plans as depositors. During the year 
these pupils received' Interest lp the 
amount of $047,610 on their deposits. 

The reports* gathered by the associ- 
ation also show that there are 38 cit- 
ies In the United States In which a 
full 100. per cent of the grammar 
school enrollment is participating in 
Bchool savings banking. The figures 
covering high schools show that in 47 
cities 100 per cent of the attendance 
in this class are school savers.

Tn considering tho banking situa- 
tion throughout the country, the fact 
should be kept in mind that while ono 
bank in ten failed during tho past 
eight years, it Is far more important 
that nine banks out of ten, operating 
in tho samo general field, serving tho 
same communities and meeting al- 
most identically tho samo problems, 
weathered tho economic storm of re- 
adjustment successfully. This achieve- 
ment cannot bo ascribed to any ele- 
ment of luck, but rather to consistent 
adherence to sound banking principles 
and profitable practices. Through 
worthy and efficient management they 
met the Issues and problems confront- 
ing them, squarely and successfully. 

Banking Is regarded ns tho keystone 
ot our entire business structure, henco 
bank failures are rightly regarded as 
intolerable public calamities that must 
absolutely be prevented. Tho three 
major objectives of all inter-bank or. 
ionizations, whether local, county, dis- 
trict, state or national, aro to make 
banking safer for all concerned and, 
through increased efficiency In bank 
management and supervision, to lesjep 
or eliminate all forms # losses sotbat 
greater rewardc' "may nccrtrw -i WR.* 
Ing and better service to the public. 
There 1'/ definite evidence throughout 
tho Country of a strong and growing 
Spirit of cooperation among bankers 
gnd banking organisations, which is 
lesulting more and more in strength- 
Ling the work ot all. 

Clearinghouse associations among 
banks in city, county or district groups 
undoubtedly constitute the chief line or. 
defense agalnBt bad banking practices. 
They have demonstrated that A .hey are 
the principal factor in bringing about 
reformation in banking regulations, 
improvements In banking methods and 
the observance ot sound banking prin- 
ciples. For many years the primary 
purpose of a clearinghouse assoclat on 
was the clearance ot checks, but today 
It is the clearance ot banking ideas 
and the solution ot banking problems. 
Clearinghouses supply tho local ma- 
chinery essential for setting up and 
nutting In practice necessary stand- 
ards 'and uniformities. There are now 
435 clearinghouse associations In cit- 
ies, towns, counties and groups of 
counties In the United States. 

Men toduy are more Intelligently 
croup-minded than ever before. Bank- 
ing is combining the best elements ot 
competition with sound group action 
By vlituo ot this combination, individ- 
ual thought has much wider possibili- 
ties ot expression. In general, group 
action has not stifled but has stimu- 
lated Individual thinking and initia- 
tive. Better Inter-bank organization 
and relationships afforded by clearing 
houses would have undoubtedly saved 
many Institutions that have suffered 
failure in the past. Tho clearing- 
house Bctivltiusof tho American Bank 
ors Association aro conductod for the 
purpose ot encouraging ever widening 
cooperation along fundamental princi- 
ples and practices among banks 
through clearinghouse associations. 
Bankers In every elty. county or die 
trlct can, through the agency ot a 
clearinghouse, promote better, safer 
and more profitable banking and also 
serve their communities better. £ 
There never was. a time when sue 
cessful bankers were so alert to the 
value of team work tor putting the 
entire banking structure In prime con- 
dition. Sound bank management I* 
the order ot the day. Constructive 
cooperation Is more than a sentiment. 
It Is an economic necessity, a mattei 
of enlightened self-Interest, and sue- 
1 cessful bankers more and more are 
'utilising the agency of instructive 
group action In developing and estab- 
lishing necessary standards and un 
formltles in banking practices. Each 
year banking Is becoming more or a

\ clonal standards. 



By H. LANE YOUNG 
Member American Bankers Associa- 
tion Agricultural Commission 
ONE of the most discussed and least 
understood questions regarding 
the farmer's problems is the part the 
bnnk has played, 
or is to play, 1n 
financing tho 
farmer. The basis 
of co-operation 
between tho two, 
however, Is a very 
simple one. 

Both sides are 
Biibject to criti- 
cism for the con- 
dition that exlBts 
today. The major 
shareofthe blame 

rests on those H. Lane Young 
banks that have 

failed through disregarding funds- 
mental principles in loaning other 
people's money, that have encouraged 
the farmer to expect bank loans with- 
out first putting his business on the 
earning basis which would JuBtlfy a 
bank to lend him money. 

Ono of tho underlying reasons for 
the failure of so many country banks 
has been the existence of too many 
banks. With tho limited business of 
the commmunity divided among too 
many banks It was impossible for them 
to make enough money to Justify the 
employment of officers with the proper 
ability to manage tho hank success- 
fully. Then tho scramble for business 
■was so hard that good Judgment and 
foresight were forgotten In granting 
loans, with the resultant failure ot 
the weaker Institutions. 

In the future, banks nro not going 
to loan tho money of their depositors 
■without the kind of security that can 
be immediately realized upon in case 
the loan is not paid, or unless the ap- 
plicant presents a sound and success- 
ful record or business operation— 
whether that business bo manufactur- 
ing, merchandising, or farming. 
Farming-Banking Interdependent 
This Is a perfectly obvious attitude, 
becauso country banking cannot bo 
successfully and profitably carried on 
unless farming is successfully and 
profitably operated-the two busi- 
nesses are dependent upon each other. 
There is no longer any question that 
tho time has arrived for these inter- 
dependent businesses to reach a com- 
mon ground ot understanding ot tho 
requirements that both must meet Tor 
their mutual welfare. 
There Is no doubt but what the tu 



ture prosperity of the farmer and the 
basis of cooperation between banker 
nnd farmer is tho intelligent diversi- 
fication of crops. It Is necessary, how- 
ever, to have tho right conception or 
diversification. 

The mistake that many farmers 
have made in attempting to diversify 
has been to invest too much money, 
time and land In n new and untried 
crop— sometimes a hazardous crop, or 
ono ror which no Immediate market 
has been developed, resulting in a loss 
or tho initial effort and discourage- 
ment or future efforts on a more con- 
eervatlve basis; 

Disregarding the primary and essen- 
tial principle of farming— namely, in- 
creasing earnings by decreasing tho 
cost of production through tho prac- 
tice of building up soil by crop rota- 
tlon and intensive cultivation, is re- 
Bponslblo for u large share of the 
farmers' trouble today.
